‘To some, like .the ‘ficst 
Lord Minto, it has meant separation 
from their familics; Lord Canning’s 
wife literally gave her life to India, and 
Lady Dalhousie, like Lady Curzon, only 
ie it to die. Many have suffered: cruelly 

vheaJth atid have till recent, years been 
fpibidden to come homr to seck relief; 
some, like Dalhousic, have, left India 
only to die; many have been in imminent 
peril of assassination ; one of ‘the most

In” the’ cours:of a-brief address for 
the defence, Mr, Jenkin ‘said that ‘there 
must bg w strong and probable presump- 
tion that » jury would convict before 
the ‘defendant. could be sent for trial.
